Washington, Dec. 5.—The canteen 
provisions in the new army bill will 
I likely cause a great deal of contention. 
Instead of being a prohibition of the 
| sale of liquor it provides that no army 
officer or soldier shall sell liquor, but it 
I does not say any outsider ouuuot have 
such a privilege. 
This section of the bill is as follows: 
“That no officer or private soldier 
■hall h *11 intoxicating drinks of any 
kind as bartender or otherwise in any 
army post or on any army transport or 
in any encampment or fort or on any 
premises used for military purposes by 
the United States, and the secretary of 
war is hereby directed to issue a general 
order, such as may btl necessary to carry 
the provisions of this suction into full 
force and effect.” 
The canteen provision of the present 
law is as follows: 
“ That no officer or private soldier bo 
detailed to sell intoxicating drinks, as 
bartender or otherwise, in any post, ex­ 
change or canteen, nor shall any person 
be required or allowed to sell such 
liquors in nny encampment or fort or on 
any premises used for military purposes 
by the United States, aud the secretary 
of war is hereby directed to issue such 
general order as may be necessary to 
carry provisions of this section in full 
force aud effect.” 
The rules committee adopted a special 
rule for the immediately takiug up of 
the army bill without interference with 
other sjiecial orders.

propriates $380,000 and admits exhibits 
free of duty.
